17,000 Cars Shipped 


One of the most productive years 
in the history of Everglades agri- 
culture and cattle has been mark- 
ed up this season, it was reported 
this week by H. L. Speer, assist- 
ant county agent. 

In his report to the county com- 
mission, the agent said that some 
17,000 car loads of vegetables had 
been shipped from the Glades this 
year—about a 1,000 car increase 
over ‘the record set last year. 

With the exception of a few 
| cars of celery and sweet corn, yet 
to be harvested, the vegetable sea- 
son has ended, Speer said. 

Production by the U. S. Sugar 
Corporation and the Okeelanta 
Sugar Corp this year will exceed 
all previous records, Speer said. 
He looks for a greater increase in 
production nextyear with the sale 
of the Okeclanta Plant to Cuban 
interests who expect to increase 
their. cane farms by several thous- 
and acres. `

Increase Fees On 
Fish Being Netted 


The State Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission voted 
Monday to double the inspection 
fees charged for fish netted under 
its controversial controll*2 sein- 
ing program in various fresh 
water lakes of Florida. 

The fees were raised in order to 
meet the costs of the experimental 
program which has been halted in 
Lake Harris and Eustis in Lake 
counties by court order. 

Seining is underway, however 
in Lake Reedy and will be start- 
ed in Lakes Okeechobee, George 
and Crescent on July 1. 4 

The fee paid to the .comimis- 
sion for bream and crappie was 
incresaed from 2 to 4 cents a 
pound, and the fee for catfish was 
raised from 1 to 2 cents a pound. 

Chief fisheries Biologist John 
F. DeQuine, who recommended 
the increase, said the original fee 
would produce only $132,000 a 
year while the program will cost 
the commission about $267,000.

Of A Marine Crash Rescue Boat Detachment 


With the arrival of an Air Force 
40-foot crash rescue boat on Mon- 
day of this week, Canal Point be- 
came the base for operation of a 
Marine crash rescue boat detach- 
ment with headquarters at Peanut 


- Island,“West Palm Beach. 


Capt. Frank L. Altman, Lincoln, 
Ill., is commanding officer of the 
Marine crash rescue squadron of 
Palm. Beach International Airport. 
A senior pilot with 13 years ex- 
perience. Capt. Altman recently 
returned from three years duty 
in, Alaska. 

The primary duty of this detach- 
ment stationed at Canal Point will 
be to cover training operations of 
2156th and 12th Air Rescue Squad- 
rons of Palm Beach International 
Airport. These operations will in- 
clude night and day practice water 
landings and parachute jumps into 
Lake Okeechobee by personnel in 
training. In addition the crash 
boat will be available for civilian 


rescue operations in the lake. 


The ‘crash rescue boat, especial- 
ly designed for the air force, fea- 
tures a revolutionary method of 
retrieving. injured survivors from 
the water. It is fitted with a hing- 
ed transom gate which opens into 
a self-bailing cockpit, making it 
possible to transfer casualties 
from the water to the dispensary 
with a minimum of handling. Pro- 
pellor guards are fitted port and 
starboard as well as to the trans- 
om gate to permit maneuvering 
safely in proximity to swimmers 
or casualties during rescue’ opera- 
tions. 

Accompanying Captain Altman 
in bringing the rescue boat from 
Macdill Air Force Base, Tampa, to 
Canal Point were the following
